REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are patentable over the prior art of record, because the teachings of the references 
taken as a whole, do not show or render obvious the combination set forth in claims 7 
and 8 "a rail having a main section arranged at the angle of the staircase and a lower 
section extending from the main section, the lower section curving downwardly from the 
main section to terminate substantially on the first step."
